Maintenance of an attractive blue 
grass lawn necessitates the devotion of 
considerable time to Its care, points 
out M. F. Aheam, professor of land­ 
scape gardening in the Kansas State 
Agricultural college.

It niay be fiëcéssàrÿ té 
the lawn once or twice provided It has 
been seeded in the spring. 
During July and August the lawn 
will require closer attention than at 
any other time. 
Where shade is not 
abundant it will be necessary to irri­ 
gate and perhaps do some hand weed 
ing. 
Maintaining vigorous growth of 
grass early in the season will help to 
carry It through this trying period. It 
Would also be of great help if no .cut­ 
ting were done from the last of July 
to thé’ middle of September.

Directions For Canning 
Fruits W ithout Sugajr 


The use of sugar, of course, is desir­ 
able in the canning of all kinds of 
fruits and makes a better and ready 
sweetened product. 
Moreover, most 
of tlie fruits when canüèd In vater 
alone do not retain their natural fla­ 
vor, texture and color as well as fruit 
put up in sirup. Fruit canned without 
sugar to be used for sauces or desserts 
must be sweetened. 
Can the product the same day it is 
picked. Cull, stem or seed and deau 
thé fruit by placing it in a strainer and 
pouring water over it until it is clean. 
Pack the product thoroughly in glass 
Jars or tin cans until they are fulL 
Use the handle of a tablespoon, wood­ 
en ladle or table knife for packing pur­ 
poses. Pour over the fruit boiling wa­ 
ter from a kettle, place rubbers and 
caps in position, partially seal if using 
glass jars; seal completely if using tin 
cans. 
Place the containers in a ster­ 
ilizing vat, such as a wash boiler with 
false bottom or other receptacle impro­ 
vised for the purpose. If using a hot 
water bath outfit, process for thirty 
minutes. 
Count time after the water 
lias reached the boiling point. 
The 
water must cover the highest jar in 
container. 
After sterilizing remove 
packs, seal glass jars, wrap in paper 
co prevent bleaching and store in a 
dry, cool place. 
If you are canning in tin cans it will 
Improve the product to plunge the cans 
quickly into cold water immediately 
after sterilization. 
When using a j 
steam pressure canner instead of the! 
hot water bath sterilize for ten min­ 
utes with five pounds of steam pres­ 
sure. 
Never allow the pressures to go| 
over ten pounds.

indeed will be the outlook for our 
own land if such a condition prevai' 
here. 
Two hundred thousand 
hoys 
and girls graduated 
from the high 
n"hoots of America last June. 
Un­ 
der normal 
conditions about 
one 
hundred thousand 
of these 
would 
enter the higher schools of learning 
this fall and great will be the lose 
to them if they be deprived of this 
great boon 
in 
the 
most 
critical 
period of their lives. 
“And vet word comes from many 
quarters of the land 
that 
certain 
prominent 
institutions of learning 
will scarcely be able to open and the 
g bools will 
be crippled 
in 
many 
phases of their work. 
Not only will 
be an amazing loss to the fu­ 
ture of this generation but it is a 
problem of vital im p o rtan t in the 
issues of the great world conflict 
in which we are engaged. 
“As a letter issued «by the presi­

in physics, 
chemistry, mathematics, astronomy,

Caring For the Lawn 


, During Hot Weather 


Maintenance of an attractive blue 


grass lawn necessitates the devotion of 
considerable time tp its care, points 
out XI P. Ahearn, professor of land- 
scape gardening in the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. 


The lawn should be ,cut every ten 


days to two weeks, and It is advisable 
to set the knives of the mower as high 
as possible to avoid injuring the young, 
succulent cells near the, roots, Uy P9?:

the'lawn once Or twice provided It has 
been seeded in the spring. 


During July and August the lawn 


will require closer attention than 'at 
any other "time. Where shade Is not 
abundant it will be necessary to Irri- 
gate and perhaps do some hand weed- 
ing. Maintaining vigorous growth of 
grass early in the season will help to 
carry It through this trying period. It 
would also be of great help If no .cut- 
ting were done from tbe last of July 
to the' middle of September. For tbe 
small lawn the price 9f a good stand of 
grass is constant attention and gopd 
care.

Directions For Canning 


Fruits Without Sugar 


The use of sugar, of course, Is desir- 


able in the canning of all. kinds. »pf 
fruits and makes a better and ready 
sweetened product 
Moreover, most 


of th'e fruits wh'en .canned rln'water 
alone,do not retain their natural fla- 
vor, texture and color as well,as.Jruit, 
put up in sirup. Fruit canned withoiJt 
sugar to be used for sauces or desserts 
must be sweetened. 


Can the product the same day It Is 


picked. Cull, stem or seed and cleaii 
the fruit by placing it In a strainer and 
pouring water over It until it Is.clean. 
Pack the product thoroughly in glass 
Jars or tin cans until they are full. 
Use the handle of a tablespoon, wood- 
en ladle or table knife for packing pur- 
poses. Pour over the fruit boiling wa- 
ter from a kettle, place rubbers and 
caps in position, partially seal If using 
glass jars; seal completely If using tin 
cans. Place the containers In a ster- 
ilizing vat, such as a wash boiler with 
false bottom or other receptacle Impro- 
vised for the purpose.- If using a hot 
water bath outfit, process for thirty 
minutes. Count time after the water 
has reached the boiling point 
The 


water must cover the highest jar in 
container. 
After sterilizing remove 


packs, seal glass jars, wrap in paper 
to prevent bleaching and store in a 
dry, cool place. 


If you are canning in. tin cans it will 


improve the product to plunge the cans 
quickly into cold water immediately 
after sterilization. 
When using a 


steam pressure canner instead of the 
hot water bath sterilize for ten min- 
utes with five pounds of steam pres- 
sure. Never allow the pressure, to go. 
over ten pounds. 


A Cooking Hint. 


The quality and flavor of meat or fish 


can be injured by overcooking or im- 
proper cooking. If fats are allowed to 
burn even a little they develop unpleas- 
ant flavors. If this happens in making 
gravies and sauces or in frying foods 
the food will usually not be eaten. 
Burned meat is also disagreeable, and 
to are burned vegetables.
